DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 . 84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 10, 14, 120, 122, 
124, 126, 128. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1. 121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Banco 
(6328469) in view of Lam (6012619). 

Banco teaches a clothing hanger (Figure 1) comprising a triangular rigid upper part, a 
hook, a translucent container, and a horizontal bar. While Banco essentially teaches the 
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invention as described, he fails to specifically teach the inclusion of a text messaging means. 
Lam teaches that it is well known to include an actuated communications module relaying 
wirelessly provided voice messages (Abstract) . It would have been obvious to one or ordinary 
skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to utilize such a messaging device, so as to 
provide information to the user in a known manner, aiding in understanding. In regards to 
disposable, all items are disposable. In regards to instructions in familiar voice, all statements 
can be considered instructions in so much as they instruct a fact, all voices can be considered 
familiar in so much as they have similar sounds to voices and sounds we know, and all 
computers can be considered home computers since they can be used in the home, or wherever 
desired. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Monjo (5809470), Vasudeva (5381938), and Larson (5526968) all teach what is well 
known in the art.
